$1.7 Million 
Needed To Fix 
Water System 


A capital outlay of almost $1.7 million will be 


required to put the city's water system in condition to 


h з mitments according to a just-completed 
water study.. T A 
The study, made by Briley-Wild and Associates 


consulting engineering firm ends with the conclusion 
immediate modifications should be begun and 
completed by June 1 to püt the system on its feet. 

"The water system of the City of Belle Сізде,” the 
report reads, "is in need of improvements if it is to 
maintain an acceptable level of service to the users. 

"Finished water quality is not acceptable to certain 
industrial. users and the distribution system does not 
provide adequate flow and pressure to all users at all 
times." 


The $8,000 study was commissioned by the city 
following a No. 12, 1973 meeting in which a list of 
shortcomings in the system were mentioned, 

Complaints were heard then, and the study 
confirmed, that the city was failing to deliver the 
quality and quantity of water under the required 
pressure to two industrial sites in the city serves. 

The first site is Glades Correctional Institution, which 
has increased its daily consumption from 120,000 
gallons in 1965 to a 1973 average of 25,000 gallons. 
The second site is the Quaker Oats furfural plant and 
Sugar Cane Growers Cooperative of Florida sugar mill, 
both under going expansion programs, which is 
expected to increase average daily consumption from 
the current 900,000 1.1 million gallons to 2.25 million 
gallons over a long-term period. 

Briley-Wild said expected residential growth will also 
mean another increase in water-use of 500,000 gallons 
per day by 1980, upping domestic use to as much as 
2.75 million gallons a day. 

Briley-Wild is recommending four phases of 
modifications to the city's system in three areas; the 
raw water intake, the treatment plant and the 


rowers Cooperative should help pay for part of the 
improvements. 

Briely-Wild suggests the commission ask GCI to pay 
for $18,500 worth of the total work. Quaker Oats and 
the Cooperative be assessed $370.375 of the total 
$1,693,000 possible cost and the taxpayers be assessed 
$1.3 million to pick up the rest of the tab. 

Should the commission accept the engineers" 
recommendations, work would begin immediately on 
Phase 1, which provides for a lime-soda sóftening 
facility at the plant to provide relief for the coming 
summer. 

The facility, which would be installed June 1, would 
increase the quality of the water during the period the 
quality is usually at its worst because of the low lake 
level in June. July, August and - 

The cost for Phase 1 would be a maximum of $25,000, 
with operating costs jumping as much as $58,450 a 
year. 

Phase 11. costing an estimated $490,000 more, would 
also begin immediately and would inclüde a 12-inch 
line running parallel to Airport Road, in addition to 
the one already there, and a storage and pumping 
facility in the Northeast section of town. 

Phase 111 would also begin immediately and would 
consist of constructing a new raw water intake off the 
northeast bank of Kraemer Island. — 

This would be the most expensive phgse and would 
cost as much as $950,000. It would be compléted by 
June 1.
